The  committee  to  escort  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Cabell  were 
announced  in  waiting  and  he  was  presented  and  introduced  by 
Supreme  Representative  Willson,  and  addressed  the  convention  in 
a   most    pleasing    manner. 

Election   of  Officers. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year  the  Grand  Chancellor  announced  that  nominations 
were  in  order  for  a  Supreme  Representative  to  succeed  Representa- 
tive Willson,  whose  term  expired  January  1st  last. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Sorrell  nominated  W.  W.  Willson,  and 
Dr.  W.  C.  Galloway  nominated  C.  C.  McLean.  J.  O.  White  from 
No.  145  and  R.  L.  Meares  from  No.  2  were  appointed  tellers.  Ballot 
proceeded  with  and  Willson  received  61  votes  and  McLean  45.

Past  Grand  Chancellor  McCausland  nominated  G.  V.  C.  Geier 
for  Grand  Chancellor.  There  being  no  other  nominations  for  this 
office,    motion    made    and    carried    that    the    rules    be    suspended    and 
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the  G.  K.  R.  S.  cast  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Brother  E.  M. 
Geier  for  Grand  Chancellor  and  he  was  declared  elected  and  ac- 
cepted the  office,  thanking  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  honor  be- 
stowed. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Baird  nominated  R.  G.  Cherry  of  No. 
53  for  Grand  Vice  Chancellor,  which  was  duly  seconded,  and 
Past  Chancellor  Wilkins  of  No.  67  nominated  Leonard  Vyne,  of  No. 
67  which  was  seconded.  There  being  no  further  nominations  ballot 
proceeded  with.  Cherry  received  71  votes  and  Vyne  35.  Motion  made 
by  Vyne  that  the  election  of  Cherry  be  made  unanimous  and  same 
carried.    Cherry    declared    elected. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  T.  H.  Webb  placed  the  name  of  Rev. 
Isaac  Wayne  Hughes  of  No.  85  for  Grand  Prelate.  Motion  made 
and  carried  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  rules  suspended  and 
that  the  G.  K.  R.  S  be  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  Brother  Hughes,  which  was  done  and  he  was  declared 
elected. 

Supreme  Representative  Willson  nominated  the  present  in- 
cumbent, W.  M.  Lyles  for  G.  K.  R.  S.  Nomination  closed  and  he  was 
unanimously  elected  to  succeed  himself. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Hackney  nominated  Geo.  W.  Montcastle 
to  succeed  himself  as  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer.  Nominations 
closed,  rules  suspended  and  Brother  Hackney  instructed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Brother  Montcastle,  and  he  was  de- 
clared   elected. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  McCausland  nominated  Whitt  R.  Stone 
to  succeed  himself  as  Grand  Master  at  Arms.  Motion  made  and 
carried  that  the  nominations  close,  rules  suspended,  and  the  G.  K.

Grand  Inner  Guard  nominated  Grand  Outer  Guard  H.  A.  Page 
for  Grand  Inner  Guard  and  there  being  no  further  nominations, 
motion  made  and  carried  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  G.  K.  R.  S. 
cast  the  vote  for  Brother  Page  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

Past  Chancellor  A.  F.  Hartsell  of  No.  51  placed  the  name  of 
Representative  W.  H.  Muse  of  No.  51  for  Grand  Outer  Guard. 
There  being  no  further  nominations  motion  made  and  carried  that 
the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  G.  K.  R.  S.  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  Brother  Muse  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

Election  of  Trustees  of  Home  at  Clayton. 

The  term  of  Geo.  L.  Hackney  as  Trustee  of  the  Home  at  Clayton 
having  expired,  he  was  placed  in  nomination  by  Past  Grand  Chan- 
cellor Webb  to  succeed  himself,  but  he  declined  the  honor,  and 
placed  the  name  of  Brother  W.  T.  Hollowell  before  the  convention, 
and   the   rules   suspended,   and  Brother   McCausland   cast   the   vote   of 
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the  entire  Lodge  for  Brother  Hollowell,  and   he  was  declared  elected 
for   the    term   of    6    years. 

There  being  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  on  account  of  the  death 
of  Brother  G.  Herbert  Smith,  Brother  R.  S.  McCoin  was  nominated 
by  Past  Grand  Chancellor  McCausland  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Brother  Smith,  and  Brother  McCoin  was  elected  to  serve   until   1923.

of  his  sister-in-law  in  Hamlet.  The  Grand  Lodge  immediately  voted 
him  leave  of  absence,  and  Grand  Chancellor  McCoin  requested  P. 
G.  C.  Hollowell  and  P.  C.  Rattz  to  perform  the  duties  of  G.  K.  R.  S. 
during   the    remainder   of    the   Convention 

Upon  motion  of  S.  M.  E.  Meares,  Brother  Hollowell  was  requested 
to  order  a  floral  design  to  be  sent  to  the  bereaved  family  at  Ham- 
let,   and    same    was    promptly    forwarded. 

Many  expressions  of  sympathy  were  extended  Brother  Lyles, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  felt  keenly   his   absence  from   the   Convention. 

Collection    Taken    to    Defray    the    Expenses    of    the    Children    From 

the  Home. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  a  collection  be  taken  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  children  from  the  Home  in  attendance  at  the 
session    was    taken    and    $93.29    realized. 

Lodge   Recessed   Until  10  o'Clock  Thursday  Morning. 

During  the  recess  the  members  participated  in  the  parade  and 
Golden  Jubilee  service  in  the  Auditorium  at  which  time  Grand 
Chancellor  McCoin  presented  a  handsome  flag  to  Kings  Mountain 
Lodge  No.  94  for  having  secured  the  greatest  percentage  increase 
during  the  Pythian  year,  and  to  China  Grove  Lodge  No.  102  a 
beautiful  flag  for  making  the  second  largest  percentage  of   increase. 

A  beautiful  gold  watch  was  presented  to  Brother  Otto  C.  Dun- 
can, of  Gastonia  Lodge  No.  53  for  having  secured  the  largest  num- 
ber of  accepted  applications  during  the  year,  having  116  applica- 
tions to  his  credit.  Brother  Geo.  L.  Hackney  was  presented  with  $56 
in  gold,  he  having  secured  the  second  largest  number,  having  94  to 
his  credit,  for  Lexington  Lodge  No.  71.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Insurance  Department. 

Our   Insurance   Department 

By  James   I.   Thomason,    Supt. 
Grand  Chancellor  and  Brother  Pythians: 

I  feel  grateful  for  this  privilege  extended  to  me  to  say  a  few 
words  in  the  interest  of  our  Insurance  Department.  I  feel  very 
much  honored  to  have  been  your  superintendent  for  more  than 
three  years,  and  it  has  been  surprising  and  painful  to  me  to  find 
so  many  Pythians  that  did  not  know  of  the  high  class  insurance  fur- 
nished by  our  order.     To  illustrate  this,  I  will  speak  of  one  instance. 
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My  first  visit  was  to  Salisbury.  I  met  Brother  W.  T.  Rainey 
and  spoke  to  him  about  our  insurance,  and  he  said:  "Brother 
Thomason,  I  have  two  thousand  dollars  of  Pythian  Insurance,  but 
if  I  was  not  a  Pythian  I  would  not  have  it,"  and  stated  that  he 
did  not  believe  in  fraternal  insurance.  I  explained  to  him  the  kind 
of  insurance  furnished  by  our  order.  He  said  that  he  had  been  a 
Pythian  thirty-seven  years,  and  did  not  know  what  the  Pythians 
had.   I  wrote  him  two   thousand  dollars,   sixty  years   old. 

Now,  Brothers,  I  have  found  a  number  of  cases  similar  to 
this.  I  want  the  Pythians  in  North  Carolina  to  know  that  our  order 
furnishes  to  its  members  as  safe  and  sound  insurance  protection  as 
is  written  by  any  old  line  or  commercial  insurance  company  in  the 
world,  and  this  is  taking  in  considerable  territory. 

Our  department  is  well  managed  by  a  Board  of  Control,  elected 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  by  the  un- 
tiring interest  and  noble  efforts  of  the  President,  Harry  Wade, 
we  have  a  department  that  every  Pythian  should  feel  proud  of,  for 
it  stands  for  the  best  in  life  insurance,  and,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  it  is  the  only  place  that  you  can  get  your  insurance  at 
cost.  The  department  is  not  operated  for  profit  or  gain.  It  is  a 
home  thought  for  the  benefit  of  Pythians  and  their  families  carry- 
ing out  some  of  the  teachings  and  principles  of  our  order,  that 
we  make  provisions  for  our  homes  and  loved  ones.  Our  laws  and 
our  treasuries  are  of  our  own  making  and  are  within  our  own 
grasp  and  reach.  We  control  them  for  ourselves.  We  are  not  con- 
trolled by  a  privileged  class  who  manipulate  them  for  their  own 
benefit.  Our  officers  are  our  responsible  servants,  employed  by  us 
and  responsible  to  us,  and  now  as  to  our  plans  and  rates.  We  have 
nine  plans  or  contracts,  consisting  of  Whole  Life,  20  Pay  Life,  Annu- 
ities and  Term.  Our  rates  or  cost  are  based  on  the  American 
Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  the  same  table  of  rates  used  by  all 
commercial  insurance  companies,  and  are  recognized  by  all  insur- 
ance experts  and  commissioners  as  being  the  proper  rate  for  life 
insurance.  We  use  a  non-participating  table  of  rates,  but  by  con- 
servative management  and  good  investments  we  have  saved  our 
members  by  waivered  payments  or  dividends  two  million,  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  thousand,  nine  hundred  dollars  in  the  past  four- 
teen years.  We  have  paid  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  de- 
ceased brothers  forty-eight  million,  two  hundred  and  two  thousand, 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars,  since  the  organization  of  our 
department. 

During  1920  our  Department  paid  an  average  of  $5.00  every 
day  to  650  Pythian  families,  every  time  the  sun  set  we  had  paid 
three  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  There  has  come  to 
our  own  State  an  average  of  eighty-one  dollars  for  every  day  for 
over  forty  years.  In  1920  the  total  amount  paid  was  one  million, 
seven    hundred   and   six   thousand,   seven   hundred   dollars.   This    was 
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paid  to  those  that  moaned  a  great  loss.  Every  claim  was  paid 
promptly  and  in  full.  We  have  more  than  one  million  dollars  invest- 
ed in  North  Carolina  bonds.  We  own  bonds  of  nearly  every  County 
in  this  State.  There  is  much  more  that  I  could  say,  but  I  will  leave 
it  with  you  to  go  back  to  your  Lodges  and  insist  on  the  members 
taking  out  a  policy  and  increasing  the  membership  of  your  section.

(f)  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  officers  ex- 
officio  of  State  Lodge  No.  500,  occupying  the  offices  correspondingly 
therein,  and  shall  transact  the  necessary  business  appertaining  to  its 
management,  collecting  dues,  issuing  official  receipts,  orders  for 
Passwords,  credentials,  membership  cards  and  such  other  documents 
as  may  be  required  of   them. 

(j)  Membership  may  be  terminated  in  State  Lodge  No.  500  for 
non-payment  of  dues  as  provided  for  in  Sections  229a-j  inclusive, 
Chapter  VI,  Division  III  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  or  for  cause, 
as  provided   for  in  Chapter  XIII  of  the  Grand  Statutes.

Henderson,  N.  C,  May  23,  1921. 
To  The  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Domain  of  North  Carolina: 
One  year  ago  vju  saw  fit  to  make  me  the  Executive  Head  of  this 
Order,  and  placed  upon  me  the  burdens,  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor.  I  accepted  the  office  with  the  fixed 
and  steadfast  determination  to  put  into  it  the  very  best  thought  and 
efforts  of  which  I  was  capable-  I  had  great  confidence  and  faith  in 
the  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  our  membership.  I  now  have  a  firmer 
faith  and  stronger  admiration,  and  a  greater  love  for  the  more  than 
ten  thousand  loyal  Knights  whose  name  grace  our  roster,  and  whose 
fine  personality  and  high  character  make  this  Order,  in  my  opinion, 
unsurpassed  by  any  fraternal  order  or  organization  of  men  within 
my   knowledge. 

In  accepting  this  office  I  appealed  to  you  for  your  loyal  and  united 
support  promising  that  with  your  help  and  co-operation  that  we  would, 
during  this  administration,  bring  in  two  thousand  new  mem- 
bers. You  responded  to  my  appeal.  Together  we  have  planned, 
worked  and  labored,  not  to  secure  new  members  alone,  but  with  the 
hope  of  creating  enthusiasm  in  and  love  for  the  Order. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  I  am  glad  to  report  that  every  promise 
has  been  kept,  and  every  pledge  made  has  been  fulfilled.  We  did  not 
stop  when  we  reached  the  two  thousand,  but  kept  on  until  we  have 
secured  over  twenty-three  hundred  to  date,  and  I  hope  that  my  final 
report  will  show  that  we  have  taken  in  more  than  twenty-five  hundred 
new  members  and  that  we  can  show  a  net  gain  of  more  than  two 
thousand. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  forty-one  lodges  whose  mem- 
bers constitute  over  75  per  cent,  of  our  total  membership.  I  have 
greatly  enjoyed  these  visits,  and  believe  that  they  have  been  of  some 
help  to  the  Order.  The  lodges  visited  have  reported  1,876  new  members 
received  up  to  this  time. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend  eight  District  meetings;  six 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Council;  five  D.  O.  K  K.  ceremonials;  and  to 
visit  the  Pythian  Home  on  two  occasions. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  absent  from  my  office  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  Order  sixty-two  business  days.  In  addition  to  this 
I  have  given  an  average  of  two  hours  a  day  to  the  work  of  the 
Order.  I  have  spent  during  the  year,  out  of  my  own  funds,  much  more 
than  was  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  office.  This  work  has 
at    times    been    a    heavy    burden,    but    I    felt    that    the    work    needed 
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to  be  done,  and  that  I  had  received  the  honor,  assumed  the  responsi- 
bilities, and  had  promised  results,  and  therefore  it  was  incumbent 
upon  me  to  respond  to  all  calls  when  possible  to  do  so.  It  has  not 
been  possible  for  me  to  respond  to  as  many  calls  as  I  would  like 
to  have  done  had  I  had  more  time. 

Finance 

The  following  amounts  have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  office 
of  the  Grand  Master   of  Exchequer  up   to   May   10th: 

On    General    Fund,     $13,370.86 

On   Orphans   Fund,    11,033.05 

On  Endowment  Fund 1,383.25 

Total     $25,787.16 

This  does  not  include  a  $200.00  collection  made  by  the  Grand 
Chancellor  for  the  Endowment  Fund  since  May  10th,  some  collections 
made  by  C-  W.  Pender  for  the  Pythian  Home,  and  some  amounts 
in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  not  reported 
at  this  time.  Neither  does  it  include  the  War  Relief  Fund  which 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Pythian  Home,  and  which  is  estimated 
to  amount  to  about  $2,000.00.  When  all  this  is  accounted  for  the 
total  collections  for  the  year  will  amount  to  approximately  $29,000.00. 
One  year  ago  we  had  in  the  Treasury  on  General  Funds  $2,668.18. 
We  now  have  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  as  follows: 

General    Fund $  7,163.90 

Orphans  Fund,    4,931.33 

Endownment  Fund 4,133.25 

Total $16,228.58 

In  my  opinion  our  financial  condition  is  as  good  as  it  has  ever 
been   in   our   history. 

General    Condition   of   The    Order 

When  I  was  installed  Grand  Chancellor  I  made  a  careful  survey 
of  the  Lodges  and  found  that  we  had  five  lodges  that  might  be 
termed  enthusiastic;  twenty-five  were  active,  seventy-six  were  inactive 
or  dormant.  There  has  been  a  great  change  for  the  better,  and  the 
same  survey  now  shows  that  we  have  fifty  lodges  whose  members 
are  enthusiastic,  forty  active  and  nineteen  inactive  or  dormant. 

We  have  added  three  new  lodges  during  the  year;  Red  Springs 
No.    235,    Asheboro    No.    236,    and    Norwood    No.    237. 

I  do  not  claim  all  the  credit  for  these  lodges,  nor  for  the  won- 
derful increase  in  our  membership  and  better  condition  of  our 
finances,  and  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  my 
appreciation  for  the  hearty  co-operation  that  I  have  received  from 
practically  every  lodge  and  from  a  great  many  loyal  Knights 
throughout  the  Domain. 
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I  would  not  be  true  to  myself  or  to  a  number  of  Knights,  whose 
valuable  assistance  I  appreciate,  if  I  did  not  acknowledge  and  specifi- 
cally mention  as  worthy  of  special  commendation  Past  Grand 
Chancellor  C.  C.  McLean  of  Greensboro  No.  80,  and  W.  C.  Crist  of 
Salem   No.   56. 

I  would  also  commend  and  thank  Brothers  J.  A-  Blackwelder,  O. 
F.  Adams,  J.  M.  Joyner,  Whit  R.|  Stone  Wm.  Robertson  and  D.  W. 
Sorrell  for  the  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered  as  District 
Deputies. 

Full  credit  should  be  given  to  Brother  R.  C.  Adams  for  Red 
Springs  No.  235,  Brother  J.  A-  P.  Wolfe  for  the  organization  of  Ashe- 
boro  No.  236  and  Brother  J.  A.  Blackwelder  for  Norwood  No.  237. 
Without  the  aid  of  these  three  Brothers  these  lodges  could  not  have 
been  organized.  Therefore  they  are  entitled  to  full  credit  for  their 
organization. 

Grand   Council 

The  Grand  Council  has  met  six  times  and  has  been  a  great  help 
to  your  Grand  Chancellor.  The  members  at  all  times  manifested  a 
keen  interest  in  the  work,  and  have  rendered  valuable  services,  for 
which  I   now  thank  them. 

Insurance   Department 

I  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  Insurance  Department  of  our 
Order.  I  unhesitatingly  recommend  this  insurance  to  our  members, 
and  would  urge  them  to  patronize  their  company,  and  Brother  J.  I. 
Thomason,  who  has  at  all  times  been  willing  and  anxious  to  render 
all  the  service  he  could  to  the  Order.  His  services  have  been  a  great 
help  to  me  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  him  for  the  great  inter- 
est he  has  shown,  and  the  good  work  he  has  done. 

The  D.  0.  K.  K. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  report  that  both  Suez  and  Bagdad 
Temples  are  in  good  financial  condition,  and  have  made  large  gains 
during  this  year.  The  D.  O.  K.  K.'s  have  been  a  great  help  to  the 
Order.  I  have  observed  that  where  there  is  a  Dokey  Club  you  find 
an  active  and  enthusiastic  Pythian  Lodge-  I  commend  the  Dokeys 
to  the  favorable  consideration  of  all  Knights. 

I  am  convinced  that  both  Temples  have  the  good  of  the  Order 
at  heart,  and  while  there  seems  to  be  good  feelings  between  the  two 
Temples,  there  is  a  lack  of  a  thorough  understanding  and  sympathe- 
tic co-operation  that  I  feel  should  exist.  I  therefore  recommend  to  the 
two  Temples  that  they  each  select  a  committee  of  three  of  their 
best,  wisest,  and  most  conservative  members,  and  that  they  get  to- 
gether in  the  near  future  and  work  out  for  the  Temples  certain  agree- 
ments so  as  to  unite  them  closer  than  they  now  are,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  a  stronger  power  for  good  to  the  Order. 
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Recommendations 

I  make  the  following  recommendations  which  I  consider  of  great 
importance  to  the  Order.  I  shall  not  feel  hurt  or  aggrieved  should 
you  refuse  to  adopt  all  or  any  of  them.  You  will  observe  that 
several  of  these  recommendations  re  sr  only  to  a  policy  and  require 
no  legislation  other  than  a  resolution 

First:  I  recommend  that  we  pay  to  W.  M.  Lyles,  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  &  Seal,  an  additional  $400.00  for  his  faithful  and  valuable 
services  during  the  past  year. 

Second:  That  for  the  coming  year  we  pay  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records    &    Seal    a    salary    of    $2400.00. 

Third:  That  we  increase  the  appropriation  for  the  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  &  Seal  stenographer  to  $1200.00  and  that  we  increase  the 
appropriation   for  printing  and  postage  to   $1000.00. 

Fourth:  That  the  Grand  Council  be  authorized  to  employ,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Chancellor,  a  Deputy  Grand 
Chancellor  who  shall  be  required  to  give  all  of  his  time  to  the  Order 
and  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  appropriate  for  the  salary  and  expenses,  of  the  Deputy 
Grand  Chancellor,  an  amount   not   exceeding   $4000.00. 

Fifth:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  either  elect  or  authorize  the  Grand 
Council  to  secure  the  services  of  a  publicity  man  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  attend  all  Grand  Lodge  Conventions,  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Council,  District  Meetings,  D.  O.  K.  K.  Ceremonials  and  any  and  all 
other  Pythian  meetings  and  celebrations  and  that  he  be  required  to 
report  all  live  Pythian  news  to  the  leading  Dailies  of  the  State  at  least 
once  a  week  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  to  cover  the  expenses  to  such  publicity  man. 

Sixth:  That  the  Grand  Chancellor  be  made  Ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pythian  Home. 

Seventh:  That  the  number  of  the  Grand  Council  be  increased  to 
five  by  adding  the  retiring  Grand  Chancellor  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

Eighth:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  request  and  urge  every  subordin- 
ate lodge  to  undertake  some  definite  and  specific  work  in  its  com- 
munity and  to  report,  the  kind  of  work  undertaken  and  the  amount 
expended,  semi-annually  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

I  recommend  to  the  subordinate  lodges  that  they  offer  a 
scholarship  in  some  of  the  leading  colleges  to  the  most  deserving 
boy  or  girl  in  the  graduating  class  of  their  High  School.  Two 
lodges  in  the  Domain  have  already  adopted  this  plan  of  work  and  I 
am  sure  it  is  going  to  be  a  wonderful  help  in  advertising  the  lodge 
and  bringing  it  prominently  before  the  public,  besides  being  a  great 
help    to   worthy   boys   and   girls. 
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Ninth:  That  the  Grand  Council  be  requested  to  meet  imme- 
diately upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  re-district  the 
State  in  not  less  than  eight  and  not  more  than  twelve  districts  and 
that  an  appropriation  not  to  exceed  $60000  be  made  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses of  the  District  Deputies  and  require  the  District  Deputies  to 
visit  every  lodge  in  their  districts  and  to  file  a  written  report  with 
the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  semi-annually. 

Tentn:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  $300.00  for  the  use  of 
the  Grand  Council  in  offering  prizes  to  subordinate  lodges  or  indi- 
viduals as  they  may  deem  wise. 

Eleventh:  That  in  the  future  we  set  aside  »i  our  Journal,  four 
pages.  On  two  of  these  pages  shall  be  carried  the  picture  of  the 
two  District  Deputies  making  the  best  record,  and  the  other  two  pages 
shall  carry,  in  groups,  the  picture  of  the  twelve  Knights  who  have 
secured  the  largest  number  of  applications  and  reinstatements  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Twelfth:  That  we  establish  a  permanent  honor  roll  whit  ti  shall 
carry  the  names,  addresses  and  number  of  applications  ;md  re  instal- 
ments secured  by  each  Knight  who  has  secured  five  or  more  appli- 
cations or  reinstatements  during  the  year. 

If  this  honor  roll  is  established,  it  will  not  only  show  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  done  by  the  Knights  but  will  furnish  us  a  list 
from  which  to  select  our  future  officers  and  show  us  where  to  bestow 
the   honors   of  the  Order. 

Thirteenth:  I  would  most  earnestly  recommend  that  in  the  future, 
whenever  possible,  that  all  honors  be  given  to  the  most  active  lodges 
and  to  the  most  active  Knights. 

We  can  do  nothing  that  would  add  more  to  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  our  Order  than  laying  it  down  as  emphatically  as  possible, 
that  we  believe  "That  he  who  is  faithful  in  a  few  things  shall  be 
made  ruler  over  many  things."  In  other  words  let  us  say  to  oui 
membership  that  in  the  future  the  honors  of  this  Order  shall  be 
given  to  whom  honor  is  due  and  that  we  recognize  as  most  worthy 
of  advancement,  in  the  Order,  he  who  has  brought  best  results. 

Fourteenth:  The  Grand  Council  was  last  year  authorized  to  put 
a  financial  agent  in  the  field  to  secure  an  Endowment  Fund  for  the 
Pythian  Home.  We  made  an  honest  effort  to  secure  a  suitable  man 
but  could  not  find  him  until  late  in  the  fall  when  financial  condi- 
tions had  so  changed  that  we  thought  it  unwise  to  begin  a  cam- 
paign at  that  time. 

I  now  recommend  that  the  War  Relief  Fund,  which  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Pythian  Home,  to  be  used  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
directs,  be  transferred  to  a  fund  to  be  kn6wn  as  The  Building  Fund 
and  that  the  Grand  Council  be  authorized,  impowered  and  directed  to 
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secure,  as  early  as  practicable,  the  services  of  the  best  man  available, 
on  such  terms  as  they  deem  wise,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  financial 
agent  of  the  Pythian  Home  and  that  this  Financial  Agent  shall,  under- 
take under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Council,  to  raise  a  sufficient 
fund  which  with  the  $2000-00  transferred  from  the  War  Relief  Fund, 
will  be  sufficient  to  double  the  capacity  of  our  Pythian  Home,  and 
that  the  raising  of  this  fund  be  set  as  our  goal  for  the  coming  year. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  funds  are  in  sight 
that  the  Trutees  of  the  Pythian  Home  begin  work  on  the  building  and 
as  soon  as  completed,  that  we  first  take  care  of  the  orphans  of  our 
deceased  pythian  brothers  and  if  any  room  is  then  unoccupied,  that 
the  Board  of  Trustees  be  instructed  to  accept  such  other  worthy  and 
deserving  orphans  as  to  them  seem  best  so  as  at  all  times  to  keep  the 
Home  full. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  to  every 
member  of  the  Order  who  has  in  any  way  helped  to  make  the  past 
year  a  success,  I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  appreciate  the  Jjonor  that 
you  have  conferred  upon  me  and  the  opportunity  that  you  have 
furnished  me  to  render  some  service  to  this  Order  and  to  the   State. 

I  shall  always  cherish  the  friendships  made  during  the  past  year 
and  shall  guard  and  preserve  as  one  of  my  greatest  earthly  possessions 
the  friendship,  love  and  affection  of  the  members  of  this  noble  Order. 

In  retiring  from  the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor,  I  promise  to  my 
successor  and  to  the  Order  at  large,  the  same  loyal  support  and  co- 
operation that  I  have  asked  and  received  from  them.

Brethren: — 

I,  herewith,  file  my  final  report  which  contains  a  tabulated 
statement  showing  the  number  of  members  each  lodge  had  June 
1st,  1920,  the  number  each  lodge  has  gained  or  lost,  the  total 
membership  June  1st,  1921,  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Home 
by  each  lodge,  the  number  of  candidates  accepted  by  each  lodge 
and  not  yet  obligated,  and  the  number  of  meetings  held  by  each 
lodge. 

This  tabulated  report  is  made  largely  from  reports  received 
from  the  representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  some  instances, 
it  has  been  impossible  to  get  reports  from  the  representatives.

property.  Second:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  &  Seal  to  the  convention  of  Grand 
Keepers  of  Records  &  Seal  at  its  next  meeting. 

I  want  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  cour- 
tesies shown  me  during  the  past  year  and  for  the  loyal  support 
and  hearty  cooperation  that  I  have  received  from  the   members 
of  the  Order  throughout  the  Grand  Domain.

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Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Grand  Domain  of 
North  Carolina. 

Brethren : 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  undertake  any  analysis  of  the  finances 
received  and  expended,  as  our  Treasurer's  report  covers  that  fully. 
I  will  also  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  Superintendent  for  the 
condition  of  the  farm  and  Home.  I  have  read  both  of  these  and 
have  no  criticism  of  them  to  offer.  You  will  notice  from  the  report 
of  our  Superintendent  that  he  has  given  you  in  detail  some  special 
donations  which  he  has  received  which  have  not  been  turned  over 
to  the  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  These  donations  usually  come  to  the 
Superintendent  with  special  request  to  be  used  for  some  specific 
purpose  for  the  children  in  the  Home  and  are  used  for  various  pur- 
poses, such  as  music  and  many  little  things  which  are  absolutely 
needful  to  the  Home,  other  than  the  regular  running  expenses. 
The  Board  desires  to  thank  the  individuals  and  lodges  for  these 
kindly  donations,  and  to  express  to  them  our  high  appreciation,  in 
behalf  of  the  Home,  for  these  substantial  expressions  of  Jpve  for 
the  Home  and  our  Superintendent,  C.  W.  Pender,  and  his  efficient 
and  ever-watchful  Matron,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Pender.  The  Holy  Scriptures 
tell  us  all  things  work  together  for  good  to  those  who  love  the 
Lord.  May  I  say  all  these  good  gifts  add  much  to  the  comfort  and 
preservation  of  the  Home.  We  would  not  pass  further  without 
taking  off  our  hats  to  the  members  of  Cumberland  Lodge.  DO  IT 
AGAIN.  IT  WILL  DO  YOU  GOOD,  and  may  many  others  be  guilty 
of  the  same  or  similar  acts.  Superintendent  Pender  has  a  big 
heart  and  is  also  a  little  above  the  average  in  avoirdupois,  and 
never  knows  when  he  is  filled  with  good  things  to  eat,  or  when 
he  has  enough  cash  to  spend  for  the  children. 

I  have  frequently  visited  the  Home  and  made  inspections  of  the 
general  conditions  of  every  department,  and  I  always  find  the  rooms 
clean,  and  all  the  bedding  well  kept  and  preserved.  In  fact,  I  have 
often  said  that  I  do  not  know  any  home  owned  by  any  of  our  best 
citizens  that  is  so  neatly  kept  as  our  Home.  All  this,  we  must 
attribute  to  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Pender  and  the  children  whom 
she  has  trained  so  proficiently  and  well.  Not  only  is  the  Home 
kept  in  a  neat  condition,  but  the  entire  farm  and  all  surroundings 
are  always  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.

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Our  children  are  strong  and  robust,  with  unusually  pleasing 
manners,  always  ready  to  greet  you  with  a  smile  of  cordiality. 
If  it  is  work,  they  are  ready.  If  it  is  assembling  in  the  assembly 
room  for  a  concert  or  the  rendering  of  a  musical  program,  or  if  it 
is  work  down  in  the  laundry  or  the  cook  room,  they  are  always 
ready  to  do  their  part.     Training  means  something,  brethren. 

The  Superintendent  has  made  mention  that  many  minor  repairs 
are  needed  in  the  Home,  and  the  furnishings  are  very  much  in 
need  of  supplementing.  I  concur  with  him  in  this,  and  desire  fur- 
ther to  say  that  the  furniture  in  the  bed  rooms,  other  than  the 
bedsteads,  is  almost  discreditable.  When  the  Home  was  furnisheu 
ten  years  ago  much  cheap  furniture  was  installed,  and  the  same 
came  from  various  lodges  and  individuals,  and  the  constant  use 
by  various  children  for  ten  years  has  worn  and  depreciated  many 
of  the  pieces  almost  beyond  recognition.  Many  of  the  Lodges  of 
the  State,  also  individuals,  whose  names  on  the  doors,  mark  the 
donors,  would  now  feel  that  they  would  want  their  names  removed 
from  the  doors  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  furniture.  So, 
brethren,  YOUR  ROOMS  NEED  REPLENISHING. 

We  are  now  running  the  farm  by  tenants,  other  than  one  white 
man  who  is  working  on  the  farm  keeping  up  the  farm  implements, 
looking  after  the  stock  and  vehicles  of  all  kinds.  Occasionally  we 
have  to  put  on  some  extra  help  by  the  day. 

Now  with  regard  to  the  Treasurer's  report,  we  will  say  that  we 
are  very  fortunate  in  having  our  much  beloved  brother,  Major  W. 
T.  Hollowell,  as  our  Treasurer.  He  is  ever  ready  to  do  his  part, 
and  then  SOME.  YOU  CAN'T  BEAT  UNCLE  BILLIE.  See  his 
report  for  details.  I  will  say,  however,  that  in  reporting  the  spe- 
cial donations  that  the  balance  of  $240.28  may  be  supplemented  by 
$50.00  as  per  check  deposited  in  a  Durham  bank  to  be  called  for 
when  needed,  by  Durham  Lodge  No.  31.  Let  me  say,  brethren,  this 
was  a  magnanimous  beginning  towards  the  special  fund,  and  I 
trust  that  we  may  always  respond  as  liberally  as  we  can  to  replen- 
ish this  fund,  as  we  will  continually  have  girls  graduating  from 
the  Home  and  we  feel  it  but  a  duty,  as  well  as  a  great  privilege, 
to  aid  such  of  them  as  desire  to  better  equip  themselves  for  useful- 
ness and  self  support  in  life.  Let  me  say  that  we  are  all  very 
grateful  to  Brother  Charles  Dewey  for  his  kindly  offer  to  provide 
the  means  for  the  schooling  and  clothing  and  the  general  expenses 
of  Louise  Todd  for  this  year.  Let  me  say,  whosoever  will,  may 
come  along  this  commendable  pathway. 

Now  let  me,  as  chairman,  refer  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Home  a  year  ago.  One  year  ago,  when  I  assumed  the  duties  as 
chairman,  I  very  soon  saw  the  Home  was  financially  embarrassed, 
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and  at  the  present  rate  of  monthly  expeditures,  we  would  not  be 
able  to  run  the  Home  very  long.  Realizing  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
had  not  enacted  any  law  whereby  the  Board  of  Trustees  could 
borrow  any  funds,  or  beg  any,  nor  had  the  Grand  Lodge  Council 
been  empowered  to  make  assessments  to  meet  any  emergency,  our 
Treasurer  and  I  arranged  an  audience  with  our  Grand  Chancellor 
in  Raleigh.  After  the  conference,  we  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Council  and  a  committee  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  to- 
gether to  work  out  some  plan  whereby  we  could  raise  funds  for 
the  immediate  use  of  the  Home.  At  this  meeting,  it  was  decided 
that  the  Grand  Chancellor  make  known  our  needs  to  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Grand  Domain  through  the  various  Lodges. 
Our  Grand  Chancellor,  and  his  assistants,  enthusiastically  entered 
into  this  undertaking  with  that  unconquerable  vim  and  energy  as 
he  does  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Order,  and  you  will  see 
in  the  report  of  the  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  the  result.  Let  us  con- 
gratulate our  Grand  Chancellor  and  thank,  very  deeply,  all  who 
contributed  towards  this  much  needed  fund.  By  it,  we  have  man- 
aged to  keep  our  heads  above  water.  You  will  see  from  the  Super- 
intendent's report  that,  we,  as  all  farmers,  almost  fell  short  last 
year.  You  will  see  from  the  Treasurer's  report  that  the  money 
crops  did  not  begin  to  pay  our  fertilizer  bills  for  1920,  without  pay- 
ing for  the  fertilizer  bills  for  1919,  $950.00,  making  a  total  we  have 
paid  for  fertilizer  during  the  last  year  $2,752.49,  including  a  bal- 
ance of  $288.49  yet  unpaid.  Through  the  kindness  of  Brother 
Charles  W.  Home  and  the  Clayton  Oil  Mills,  we  sold  our  cotton 
for  twenty-five  cents  per  pound  when,  at  the  time,  cotton  was 
only  bringing  fourteen  cents.  We  still  have  about  500  pounds 
of  long  staple  cotton  to  be  applied  to  this  balance. 

You  will  also  notice  that  we  have  greatly  increased  the  amount 
of  insurance  on  buildings  which  cost  money. 

I  will  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  Endowment  fund  started  two  years  ago 
at  the  Grand  Lodge  convention  at  Henderson,  N.  C. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  no  report  with  regard  to  the  resolu- 
tion offered  by  P.  G.  C.  W.  W.  Willson  at  our  last  Grand  Lodge 
convention  for  the  establishing  of  an  Endowment  fund  of  $100,- 
000.00,  the  same  having  been  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Council 
to  put  in  action  the  machinery  for  raising  this  fund.  I  presume  the 
Grand  Chancellor's  report  will  show  what  has  been  accomplished. 

We  can  now  admit  into  the  Home  fifteen  more  children,  and  we 
have  given  notice  to  this  effect. 

Now,  in  conclusion,  brethren,  let  me  make  ONE  recommendation, 
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that  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  some  legislation  be 
enacted  whereby  the  Home  may  receive  more  funds  from  the  Grand 
Lodge.  If  it  is  by  increasing  the  Per  Capita  Tax  to  $1.00  or  more, 
or  some  other  means,  we  must  have  something  more  dependable 
than  trying  to  run  the  Home  on  a  little  fifty  cents  Per  Capita.

The  Pythian  Home  and  its  inmates  were  very 
dear  to  his  heart,  and  his  wise  counsel  and  helpful  interest  will  be 
greatly  missed,  not  only  by  the  Board,  but  by  the  children  of  the 
Home  as  well.  Your  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  place  on  record 
its  high  appreciation  of  Brother  Smith  as  a  man,  a  friend,  a  true 
and  tried  Pythian  and  a  staunch  and  loyal  supporter  of  the 
Pythian  Home.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pythian  Home. 

Brethren: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
April  30,  1921.  I  have  done  and  am  doing  my  best  to  make  the 
Pythian  Home  second  to  none  in  the  State,  and  I  leave  the  record 
of  my  management  for  you  to  pass  upon. 

The  condition  of  the  Home  is  very  good,  and  from  a  sanitary 
standpoint,  excellent;  the  health  of  our  children  is  almost  perfect 
and  their  deportment  is  very  good.  The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us 
this  year  and  our  hearts  are  raised  to  Him  in  blessings  and  thanks- 
giving. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  make  the  Pythian  Home  a  real  home  for 
our  children, — a  home  where  they  shall  have  the  freedom,  privi- 
leges and  advantages  that  children  raised  in  a  Christian  home  are 
entitled  to,  and  we  invite  you  to  come  and  see  how  near  we  have 
attained  our  purpose. 

We  now  have  thirty-six  children  in  the  Home,  that  number  also 
being  our  average  for  the  year.  We  have  admitted  none,  have  sent 
three  to  college  and  discharged  three.  Our  children  are  doing  ex- 
ceptionally well  in  school,  and  according  to  their  teachers  are  lead- 
ing the  school  in  scholarship  and  deportment.  We  have  two  to 
graduate  from  the  High  School  this  year:  Alma  Cates  and  Louise 
Jones.  Elsie  Garner  and  Louise  Todd  will  graduate  from  the  busi- 
ness course  at  Elon  College  next  June  and  I  will  appreciate  the 
assistance  of  the  brethren  in  securing  positions  for  these  girls. 
Elizabeth  Hughes  has  two  more  years  before  she  graduates  as  a 
nurse  from  the  Spicer  Hospital  at  Goldsboro,  and  Dr.  Spicer  tells 
me  that  she  is  the  best  student  that  he  has  ever  had.  Edith  White, 
Fred  White  and  Ida  Eason  have  been  returned  to  their  homes.

I  have  examined  the  financial  report  of  W.  T.  Hollowell,  Treas- 
urer of  the  Home,  and  find  he  had  on  hand  May  1st,  1920,  $137.49, 
and  he  received  during  the  year  $13,863.15  and  has  paid  out  as 
per  vouchers  exhibited  $13,779.64,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  in 
Clayton  Banking  Company  of  $221.00.

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Report  of  Fraternal  Correspondent 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Caro- 
lina: 

Six  years  ago  it  was  my  privilege  of  entering  on  this  work  as 
fraternal  correspondent.  None  but  one  who  has  served  realizes 
the  way  a  correspondent  is  saturated  with  the  spirit  of  the  Grand 
Domains.  As  he  dives  into  the  Journals  he  almost  feels  as  if  he 
were  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Grand  Domain  he  is  reviewing.  He 
jumps  from  Texas  to  North  Dakota,  from  Maine  to  Oregon.  He  can 
almost  hear  the  breakers  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  then  on  the 
Pacific.  He  feels  the  blazing  heat  of  Texas  and  the  blizzard  howl 
of  North  Dakota. 

Never  has  the  work  of  our  order  looked  better.  Never  has  there 
been  such  a  universal  spirit  of  encouragement.  It  does  not  seem 
as  if  any  Grand  Domain  reports  losses,  and  yet  the  new  law  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  has  hardly  had  time  to  take  effect. 

One  thing  is  most  noticeable.  The  word  "suspension"  for  non- 
payment of  dues  is  completely  absent  from  many  reports.  Only  a 
very  few  refer  to  it.  It  seems  as  if  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  secured 
the  right  serum  to  cure  this  "white  plague  of  Pythianism." 

It  is  too  soon  to  tell  what  the  effect  may  be  upon  the  local  lodges 
which  will  be  reflected  in  the  Grand  Domains.  It  will  take  a  year 
or  perhaps  three  before  we  can  see  how  it  will  work  out. 

There  is  so  much  of  good  in  every  Grand  Domain  that  it  is  most 
difficult  to  give  a  brief  report.  Your  correspondent  will  again  only 
refer  to  the  most  important  topics,  but  he  is  more  and  more  con- 
vinced that  a  fraternal  correspondent's  report  should  deal  with 
each  Grand  Domain  separately. 

It  is  utterly  impossible  to  make  a  report  so  brief  that  every  one 
will  take  time  to  read  it.  While  on  the  other  hand  to  one  who 
studies  and  thinks  and  "ponders  o'er"  the  work  of  other  Grand 
Domains,  there  may  be  suggestions  that  will  develop,  and  worked 
out  according  to  the  needs  of  a  Grand  Domain,  or  even  a  local 
lodge,  may  help  solve  their  problems,  and  open  up  new  fields. 

In  every  walk  of  life  the  rank  and  file  will  follow  but  it  devolves 
on  a  few  to  make  the  plans  and  see  that  they  are  in  proper  form 
and  manner  laid  before  the  majority.  Men,  splendid  men,  the 
leaders  in  their  various  states  and  in  the  nation,  have  been  giving 
their  best  thought  to  the  development  of  Pythianism  and  solving 
its  problems,  and  inspiring  others  with  greater  zeal  to  go  forward. 
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The  authority  for  such  plans  as  have  proved  beneficial  and  help- 
ful goes  far  to  recommend  them  to  others.  At  the  same  time  a 
plan  that  has  but  partially  been  worked  out  by  one,  another,  know- 
ing the  conditions,  may  start  to  build  on  this  foundation  and  bring 
it  to  greater  perfection. 

Our  Prosperity 

It  would  be  impossible  to  do  justice  to  the  Grand  Domains  in 
the  gains  they  have  made,  unless  one  took  each  one  separately. 
Therefore  just  a  few  references  are  given.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  our  order  is  taking  a  leading  place  among  the  fraternal  orders. 
Pennsylvania  reports  a  gain  of  6,426  members.  Illinois  reports 
3,600,  Michigan  2,893,  New  York  2,603,  Oklahoma  1,804.  So  one 
might  go  on  and  note  the  gains  all  along  the  line. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Maryland  in  discussing  the  Victory 
Class,  says  that  401  candidates  came  from  the  county  lodges  and 
only  70  from  the  city  lodges.  When  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Rec- 
ords and  Seal's  report  is  made  public  for  1920,  it  will  show  that 
our  order  has  made  a  wonderful  increase. 

Publications  and  Publicity 

Many  of  the  Grand  Domains  have  official  organs,  and  where  they 
have  them  they  report  great  benefits.  Colorado  has  its  "Pythian 
Triangle"  from  which  it  derives  much  good.  Indiana  has  its 
"Pythian  Journal,"  Michigan  its  Pythian  paper  and  Missouri  its 
official  paper.  All  report  good  results.  In  Missouri,  District  No. 
18  publishes  a  district  paper,  and  it  is  reported  as  a  live  organiza- 
tion. The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois  suggests  that  a  beacon 
light  at  night  and  some  sign  in  day  time  should  be  in  evidence 
in  some  conspicuous  place.  Pennsylvania  has  done  some  good 
work  in  publicity.  They  arranged  with  the  Philadelphia  "Public 
Ledger"  circulation  350,000  for  a  page  of  illustrations  and  a  half 
page  of  descriptive  matter.  Later  for  the  western  part  of  the 
state  they  arranged  with  the  "Gazette-Times"  of  Pittsburg,  circu- 
lation 150,000,  for  a  page  of  descriptive  and  pictorial  matter. 

Ritualistic  Work 

Many  of  the  Grand  Domains  are  urging  their  local  lodges  to 
secure  copies  of  the  Cipher  Ritual  which  can  be  taken  home,  warn- 
ing them  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  call  in  the  printed  rituals. 
They  lament  the  fact  that  so  few  lodges  are  supplying  themselves 
with  the  Cipher  Ritual.  Delaware  has  a  grand  instructor  in  ritual- 
istic work.  North  Dakota  insists  on  the  candidates  being  instructed 
from  rank  to  rank.  Some  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
no  instruction  after  the  rank  of  Knight  is  taken.    Oregon  that,  "as 
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soon  as  a  member  has  received  the  rank  of  Knight,  he  be  required 
to  learn  at  least  one  of  the  senator's  parts." 

Social 

The  social  side  is  being  considered  and  carried  out  by  most  of 
the  Grand  Domains.    A  very  few  speak  lightly  of  it. 

The  Grand  Domain  of  Delaware  reports  their  annual  excursion  of 
800  Knights  and  their  families  by  steamer  as  a  most  enjoyable 
occasion.  Pythian  builidngs  where  they  have  social  features,  like 
reading  rooms  and  recreation  rooms,  find  very  good  returns  from 
their  investment. 

Plans  for  Increasing  the  Membership 

The  slogan  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  "Every  Member  Get  a 
Member,"  has  been  taken  up  by  many  Grand  Domains.  The  Grand 
Chancellor  of  Illinois  emphasizes  a  membership  committee,  and 
says  every  lodge  must  solicit  new  members  or  it  will  eventually 
send  in  its  charter.  He  says  the  Grand  Lodge  representative  should 
be  chairman  of  the  membership  committee.  Another  suggestion 
is  that  a  lodge  should  not  be  allowed  to  elect  an  officer  who  is  a 
leading  member  in  some  other  lodge  or  another  fraternal  order. 
Also  that  a  lodge  must  increase  10  per  cent  each  year  or  it  is 
headed  toward  financial  ruin.  The  card  system  for  soliciting  mem- 
bers is  pressed  in  Illinois. 

The  Grand  Domain  of  Michigan,  among  others,  issued  a  blanket 
dispensation  for  receiving  ex-service  men  at  a  $10.00  fee.  Results 
in  all  cases  are  reported  very  gratifying.  The  Grand  Chancellor 
of  Georgia  says,  "A  lodge  must  justify  its  existence  by  the  accom- 
plishment of  really  beneficial  things,"  and  this  will  increase  the 
membership.  In  one  Grand  Domain  where  lodges  are  close  to- 
gether, there  is  a  recommendation  that  boundary  lines  be  estab- 
lished to  avoid  unpleasantness.  Texas  wants  the  minimum  rank 
fee  to  be  raised  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  $25.00. 

The   Effect  of  Changes  in   Reference  to  Suspensions 

It  is  entirely  too  soon  to  note  the  permanent  effects  of  this  law. 
The  immediate  effect  is  even  by  anticipation  a  stoppage  of  the  evil 
and  a  very  large  increase  in  membership.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
watch  the  effect  on  Grand  Domains,  to  see  what  the  results  will 
be  on  local  lodges  which  are  thus  carrying  at  least  for  two  years 
and  paying  the  per  capita  tax  on  what  may  be  dead  timber. 

Pythian   Homes 

Nine  Domains  have  Pythian  Homes,  and  in  every  case  they  are 
an  inspiration  to  the  members  of  the  Domain.     A  few  Grand  Do-

mains,  among  them  Georgia,  recommend  that  the  Supreme  Lodge 
take  up  the  matter  of  Pythian  Homes,  that  instead  of  each  one 
having  a  home,  there  be  three  strong  ones  established  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  to  care  for  all. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois  urges  that  a  picture  of  their 
Orphans'  Home  and  of  their  Home  for  the  Aged  be  placed  in  each 
Castle  Hall,  as  many  do  not  read  the  reports,  they  would  thus 
have  the  picture  before  them.  He  also  suggests  that  a  dependent 
mother  of  a  Knight,  even  if  her  husband  was  not  a  member,  be 
allowed  to  enter  their  Home.  North  Dakota  burned  the  mortgage 
on  their  Home.  On  October  2,  1919,  the  cornerstone  of  the  new 
Pythian  Home  was  laid  at  Enterprise,  Oregon. 

District  Work  and   Deputies 

Every  Grand  Domain  divides  its  work  into  districts.  All  have 
district  meetings,  most  of  them  with  good  results.  Where  a  regular 
Deputy  is  employed  good  results  are  obtained.  The  State  Deputy 
Grand  Chancellor  of  Nebraska  added  personally  to  the  membership 
of  his  Domain  269.  The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of 
Nebraska  reports  that  the  $3,000.00  allowed  for  field  work  was  not 
enough  and  that  he  had  to  spend  his  own  good  money.  Texas  has 
forty  districts,  the  Grand  Chancellor  only  succeeded  in  securing 
thirty-seven  Deputies.  Montana  divided  the  Grand  Domain  into 
six  districts  with  each  of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  in  charge  of  one. 

Compulsory   Benefits 

Compulsory  benefits  are  more  and  more  opposed.  Some  would 
like  to  see  drastic  measures  taken  against  them,  claiming  they 
are  not  in  accord  with  Pythian  principles.  The  Grand  Chancellor 
of  Missouri  says,  that  "while  Pythian  charity  should  be  extended 
at  all  times  to  worthy  members  of  the  order  and  their  dependents, 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  compulsory  benefits  of  all  kinds  are 
a  detriment  to  the  order  and  should  be  abolished." 

Solving    Dispersion 

Naturally  each  domain  wants  to  hold  and  keep  in  touch  with  its 
members  who  move  away  from  their  home  lodges.  The  usual 
result  is  that  they  lose  interest  and  drop  out.  The  Grand  Domain 
of  Michigan  has  had  great  benefits  through  its  new  publication  in 
reaching  the  non-resident  members  and  keeping  them  in  touch  wi 
their  home  lodges. 

By-Laws  and  Bonding 

All  the  Grand  Domains  are  complying  with  the  requirement  of 
bonding  their  financial  officers.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Iowa 
asks  that  the  Grand  Chancellor  have  power  to  remit  past  due  lodge 
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dues  for  the  purpose  of  reviving  weaker  lodges.  The  Grand  Chan- 
cellor of  North  Dakota  says,  "Many  persons  who  do  not  follow  the 
laws  of  our  country  go  to  jail,  others,  according  to  some  teachers, 
go  to  hell,  and  many  lodges  on  accudnt  of  not  following  our  laws 
go  defunct." 

Budgets 

The  budget  system  is  being  adopted  by  most  Grand  Domains. 
Montana  gives  a  comparative  statement  of  the  budgets  of  all  the 
domains.  It  is  a  most  interesting  account  and  well  worth  studying. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Maryland  "protests  against  the  policy 
by  which  the  Grand  Lodge  is  kept  ever  upon  the  border  line  of 
poverty."  Iowa  reports  that  in  their  prize  contest  twenty-five 
Masters  of  Exchequer  reported  their  membership  fully  paid  up. 

Home   Lodges 

Each  domain  has  its  Home  Lodge  called  by  one  name  or  another. 
Members  automatically,  in  some  cases,  become  members  of  it.  In 
one  case  there  was  some  discussion  as  to  a  member  who  moved  to 
another  Grand  Domain  and  had  paid  his  dues  ahead  in  the  lodge 
that  became  defunct,  became  sick  and  asked  of  the  Home  Lodge 
the  benefits  the  defunct  lodge  had  given.  The  Home  Lodge  had 
no  funds  for  such  purposes. 


Auxiliaries 
The  auxiliaries   of  the  order,   the  D.   O.   K.   K.,   Uniform   Rank, 
Insurance  Department,  and  Pythian  Sisters,  all  report  that  they  are 
in  excellent  condition. 

The   Eighteen  Year  Amendment 

The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Indiana  is  enthused  with  the  idea,  but 
urges  Pythian  caution.  It  is  yet  too  soon  to  see  how  far  younger 
men  make  use  of  this  privilege.  Another  year  may  show  that  not 
as  many  joined  as  was  anticipated. 

Fraternal  Work 

In  some  Grand  Domains  a  fraternal  row  is  established  at  their 
state  fairs.  The  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois  had  a  tent  in  their  fra- 
ternal row.  The  Grand  Domain  of  New  York  is  continuing  its  splen- 
did work  along  fraternal  lines,  not  only  for  the  members  of  its  own 
Domain,  but  for  the  Supreme  Domain  through  visiting  Knights  in 
New  York  City.  They  give  relief  and  secure  employment.  The 
lodges  of  Portland,  Oregon,  have  established  a  Pythian  Bureau  of 
Relief  entirely  for  Pythians  who  are  not  members  of  the  city  lodges. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  of  Texas  reports  that  after  the  great  storm 
of  September  14,  1919,  a  relief  fund  for  Knights  of  Pythias  and 
Pythian  Sisters  of  $7,060.39  was  raised.

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State   Deputies 

State  Deputies  under  one  name  or  another  are  employed  by 
some  of  the  Domains.  Where  there  is  money  enough  and  the  right 
kind  of  a  man  good  results  are  obtained.  The  Grand  Domain  of 
Arkansas  tried  a  State  Deputy  for  six  months  but  found  it  too 
costly. 

Scholarships 

The  Grand  Domain  of  Arkansas  gave  a  scholarship  to  a  young 
lady  and  a  young  man.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of  North  Dakota 
makes  the  suggestion  that  our  order  "make  a  drive  on  'Children 
Improvement'  like  the  government  makes  on  'Crop  Improvement'." 

Co-operation 

While  the  great  majority  of  Domains  speak  with  enthusiasm 
about  co-operation,  some  do  not.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of  New 
York  laments  the  lack  of  co-operation  and  says  with  it  their  Do- 
main would  be  the  Empire  Domain.  As  an  instance  of  co-operation 
the  Grand  Domain  of  Delaware  reports  that  their  Castle  Hall  in 
Wilmington  is  owned  by  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Hall  Co.,  members 
of  the  order  being  the  stockholders. 

Buildings 

Pythians  are  more  and  more  securing  their  own  buildings.  The 
Grand  Chancellor  of  Colorado  reports  that  great  benefit  has  been 
derived  from  their  new  four-story  building  in  Denver.  Indiana 
dedicated  two  new  lodge  halls.  The  Grand  Domain  of  Maryland 
is  pushing  for  a  Pythian  Castle  of  its  own  in  Baltimore. 

With  this  brief  review  I  close  my  report.  I  will  hold  it  as  long 
as  possible  to  add  the  statement  of  lodges  and  membership  for 
1920,  prepared  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Bro. 
Fred.  E.  Wheaton.

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Report  of  Supreme  Lodge  Representatives 

TO   THE   OFFICERS  AND   MEMBERS   OF   THE   GRAND  LODGE, 

KNIGHTS   OF  PYTHIAS,   OF  NORTH   CAROLINA: 

Dear  Brethren: 

Your  Supreme  Representatives  attended  the  Thirty-Iirst  Con- 
vention of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  August 
10-17,   1920. 

Minneapolis  is  a  most  beautiful  city,  and  entertained  the  Su- 
preme Lodge  with  more  than  usual  Western  hospitality.  In  the 
attention  shown  to  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  attend- 
ance, we  were  forcibly  reminded  of  the  welcome  and  cordiality  ex- 
tended to  the  members  of  our  own  Grand  Lodge  by  the  good  people 
of  Gas;onia  at  our  last  annual  Convention. 

AMENDMENTS  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  following  Constitutional  Amendments  were  enacted,  having 
been  passed  at  the  Detroit  Convention  in  1918,  and  referred  to  the 
Grand  Domains,  they  having  received  the  Constitutional  majority 
of  the  Grand  Domains. 

Amending  Section  6,  Article  XII,  fixing  the  "minimum  age"  of 
applicants  for  the  ranks  of  knighthood  at  "eighteen  years."  This 
amendment  became  effective  immediately. 

Amending  Section  1,  Article  XVII,  denning  the  manner  in 
which  the  Supreme  Constitution  may  hereafter  be  amended.  This 
amendment  provides  that  when  a  proposed  amendment  shall  have 
been  "agreed  to"  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  it  shall  be  referred  to 
Grand  Lodges  for  their  action;  the  vote  thereon  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  if.  at  the  next  Con- 
vention of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  it  shall  be  shown  that  a  majority  of 
Grand  Lodges  have  "agreed  to"  the  Proposition  the  same  shall  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  mak- 
ing such  declaration. 

The  proposition  to  extend  "The  Honors  of  the  Order  for  Merit- 
orious Service"  failed  to  receive  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Domains, 
the  vote  being  27  to  27,  one  Domain  not  voting. 

CONSTITUTIONAL    AMENDMENTS    REFEPvRED. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted 
and  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodges  for  ratification,  final  action  to 
be  taken  at  the  1922  Convention  of  Supreme  Lodge: 

P.  C.  HONOR  ON  CONSOLIDATION. 

A  proposed  amendment  extending  the  honor  of  Past  Chancellor 
to  the  Chancellor  Commander  who  "was  or  may  be  serving"  in  that 
capacity  at  the  time  the  Lodge  "was  or  may  be  merged."  This 
proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

ELIGIBILITY  FOR  RANKS. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  Section  6,  Article  XII,  by  adding 
after  the  words  "Supreme  Being,"  in  said  section,  the  words.  "Pro- 
vided further,  that  the  word  'white'  as  hereinabove  used,  shall  not 
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be  construed  so  as  to  exclude  persons  merely  because  they  possess 
American  Indian  blood."  This  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to 
by  a  vote  of  11  "yeas"  to  28  "nays." 

LEGISLATION. 

The  legislation  in  amending  Supreme  Statutes,  was  in  many 
instances  far-reaching,  progressive  and  constructive.  The  revised 
statutes  will  be  printed  and  circulated  long  before  the  meeting  of 
i ho  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  give  the 
changes  in  detail.  We  therefore  only  enumerate  a  few  of  the  most 
important,  all  changes  being  effective  on  October  1£,  1920,  unless 
otherwise  stated. 

SUSPENSIONS. 

Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  was  abolished  and  "expul- 
sion" was  substituted  therefor.  Two  classes  of  delinquent  lists 
provided  for,  "inactive  list"  and  "delinquent  list." 

CARDS. 

"Transfer,"  "Withdrawal,"  "Grand  Lodge"  and  "Supreme 
Lodge"  cards  were  abolished,  in  effect,  January  21,  1921. 

A  "Membership"  card  was  provided  for  each  member  of  the 
Order,  to  take  the  place  of  all  other  cards  heretofore  issued,  in 
effect,  January  21,  1921. 

SECTION  211a. 

Amended  by  abolishing  the  use  of  Pythian  Catechism  in  ex- 
amining all  candidates. 

A  new  statute  was  adopted  requiring  that  the  Holy  Bible  was 
to  be  displayed  upon  the  altar  throughout  each  session  of  each  Con- 
vention of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  all  Grand  Lodges. 

An  annual  password  was  provided  for  in  place  of  the  present 
semi-annual  password. 

The  Flag  Ceremony  was  revised. 

A   Fifty-year  Veteran   Jewel   was   provided   for. 

RITUALS. 

A  cipher  ritual  was  adopted  and  will  be  issued  to  subordinate 
Lodges,  and  be  in  use  after  June  30,  1921.  After  that  date  a  Lodge 
will  only  be  allowed  to  have  in  its  possession  one  copy  of  the  present 
printed  ritual,  this  copy  being  left  with  them  for  comparative  pur- 
poses. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Supreme  and  Grand 
Lodge  rituals,  the  report  to  be  made  in  1922,  at  the  Convention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge. 

WAR   RELIEF   FUND. 

The  War  Relief  Fund  was  ordered  distributed  to  the  sources 
from  which  it  was  received. 

THOMAS   D.   MEARES. 

Your  Supreme  Representative  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of 
placing   in   nomination   for  re-election   as    Supreme   Master   of   Ex- 
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chequer,  Brother  Meares,  who  was  again  unanimously  elected.  It 
was  a  source  of  much  gratiiication  to  your  Supreme  Representa- 
tives to  find  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  manifesting  the 
same  love  toward  Brother  Meares  given  him  by  his  own  Domain, 
and  the  same  admiration  for  his  sterling  worth,  efficiency  and 
sound  judgment.

We  deeply  appreciate  the  confidence  given  us  by  the  Grand 
Chancellor  in  appointing,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  in  electing  us  to 
iill  these  important  positions.
